but ſuch, as they would willingly ſee ruined. Each ſort of theſe 
haue their feuerall Ends : yer howeuer they labour to attaine 
them, they neuer will be able ro compaſſe more, then God will 
permit , to whome they wil art laft be accountable for all their 
actions: and to him alone, the Papifs haue recourſe, 

Two things are materiall , in kf this Proceedure, for the ho« 
nour of our Country.
